"la the eiirly part, of Pebrnnry, 1895, 


a few days after I reached Hiroshima, 
two Uhiueie officers from the Japanese 
hospital cnnie, by order, to stay with us 
in our place of confinement. They wer» 
prisoners from King-Ubow, a city about 
40 miles northeast cf Port Arthnr. One of 
these officers was wounded in the thigh, 
and the other m the arm. They had 
been in tue hospital about three mouths 
•>ua were v;eJl pleased with the treat- 
ment they received. The Japanese doc- 
tors and nurses bad been very kind in 
every way possible, so these officers 
spoke of them •with gratitude. 


"Bnt louder still weie the praises of 


these officers over a certain foreign lady, 
whose kindness and acts of love had 
made a deep impression on them, as 
well as the other Chinese prisoners. 
They related her gifts of candy, oranges 
and other tokens of sympathy, and al- 
though tbeyconld not converse with her 
yet, they Imew by her looks and behavior 
that she had great interest in them. She 
had given to the Chinese officers and 
men portions of the Kew Testament, 
which -were read by those who were able 
to do so, for many of tbe soldiers could 
not read. The officers said they heard 
Christianity was a perver&e doctrine, bnt 
they will never say in the futnre anoth- 
er word against it, for as far as they can 
judge, its object wus kindness and be- 
nevolence, sowell illustrated by the acts 
of tiiia lady. They said no amount; of 
preaching conld hr.ve piodnced sach ef- 
fect as tho simple hearted love of this 
lady. Their hearts wore quite melted by 
her loving gentleness. I \vas quite sur- 
prised to hear this from such men, 
whose conservatism was proverbial, bnt 
evpu the most ?rabboru hearts, seem to 
yield to the piercing rays of Christian 
love and bPnevoleuce. Their conversa- 
tion so constantly diif ted to her good- 
ness that my curiosity was quite aroused 
to know who she w:\s- I asked rhe Jap- 
anese interpreter to find trat tins lady 
and beg her to call on us, but lie said 
the Japanese authorities were very strict 
ubont outsiders calling on prisoners of 
war. However, this lady did call one 
day, 
without our begging, but -was re- 


fused entrance, as bhe had no permit. 
Our curiosity drove us to the hoard 
fence, throng h -which we peeped to get 
a glimpse of this good angel As she re- 
ceded slowly with a disappointed heart, 
our yearning and anxious souls followed 
her till she vanished entirely out of 
sight Never did thirsty crops pine more 
for piea>iiut rain than we did to see her. 


"In March the Rev. Mr. Loorais, ill 


his second call upon us, was accom- 
panied by four ladies. Among these was 


TaJcott, the lady whose famous 


kindness and benevolence we heard so 
much about. Her very face was sun- 
light, beaming with Christian love. 
Her countenance was aglow with an in- 
ward delight and peemed ever ready to 
soothe and bless Hie sorrowful and 
broken hearted. Sbe had in her a mys- 
terious happiness, whose deep fonutam 
we could not fathom or understand. 
Onr h ieuds had not given an exagger- 
ated account of her kindness and char- 
ity, for we ourf-elvoe had the rare oppor 
tnuity to share these and appreciate 
their divine effects. 
Before they left 


the ladies, sang 'The Kock of ASPS, 
which moved otir hearts deeply. Tha 
Rev. 
Mr. Looinih ottered prayers, and 


•wnen he ;i#kod Cod's blea'--mg upon 
China aiy tears rolled ont involuntarily.

Talcott was in April, wh.m the Buv.

gin of tho Chincoteague ponies. It 
is only known that they have roam- 
ed the marshy jjastnres of the island j 
for at least a eentnry, and there ia a = 
tradition that the ancestors of the 
ponies came ashore from a -wrecked 
ship in the eighteenth century. 
These doubtless were fnll grown 
horses, and the Chincoteague pony 
of today is a degenerate through 
droughts in summer and exposure 
in the open pastures through long 
winters. 
But, degenerate as he is, 


the Chincoteague pony 13 a fine, 
hardy and often beautiful animal, 
with strength ont of proportion to 
hib size and when -well hroken has 


, agility and speed. Ho is 
to 12 hands high and from 


COO to 800 pounds in Tveigtit. From 
230 to 400 of these little creatures 
roam the island pastures. 
There 


are perhaps half as many on the 
lower end of Assateague. 


A stallion leads upon the pastures 


a group of from 10 to 25 mares aud 
colts. The leader is on the constant 
lookout for danger, and at his snort 
his vhole polygamous family take 
to their heels. The ponies are real- 
ly far from wild, and one may easily 
approach within 15 or 20 yards of a 
group at pasture. The older stal- 
Hons become fierce and quarrelsome 
and have to be removed from the 
pastures from time to time lest they 
should destroy one another or the 
younger stallions. 


They are ull excellent swimmers, 


and when the pastures become bare 
on Cimicoteague they frequently 
swim to the neighboring islets where 
the salt grass is still green. It is 
not uncommon to see from the top 
of Assateague light a group of horses 
bathing in the surf. The colts are 
born and nurtured upon the open 
pastures, and the annual pony pen- 
ning is for tbe double purpose of

branding these colts and selling some 
of the older horses. 


Pouny penning day is still a fete 


day on Chincoteague. The pen for 
the horses is built near the center of 
the village, aud on the morning of 
the pony penning men and boys 
mounted on swift and \vell hroken 
ponies ride out to the pastures to 
drive in the wild creatures. The 
groups of ponies are slowly driven 
together on the pasture and then 
started townward. As the pen is 
neared the guards thicken, so that 
the whole band is easily driven into 
the inclosure. Branding irons are 
heated; men with rope nooses on tbe 
end of long poles leap into the pens. 
The colts are thrown to the ground 
and held there while the iron is ap- 
plied. The branding dono, the auc- 
tion follows. Unbroken horses fetch 
from $25 to $40 each. Others bro- 
ken to harness fetch as high as 
ICO. 


Well matched pairs sometimes fetch j 
$150. The ponies have long been 
the pets of children of well to do 
families on the mainland and of late 
years h.jve been sold over a large

Professor fl. W. Jeuks of Cornell 


taiversity is of opinion chat it wOTjld 
6e a treiuendonsservice to "the public" 
for some great rich man to endow a 
newspaper. He shonld set aside for it 
so nmch money that it -would live, if 
living it oonld be called, -whether any- 
body subscribed tax it or read it or not 
Its management should be in the hands 
of "trustees of integrity," -who would 
run it in the interest of all the pore, 
elevated and nn&elfish sentiments of the 
day.

method" of meeting the difficulties. 


Bat Mr. Ashley has already given the 


test -oi rssscns "s-liy Cue putuu; will ue- 
sire to let the interstate law stand ex- 
actly as it is. He confesses thare are not 
freight aiici passengers enough to make 
all the roads pay under the natural 
course .of traffic. His remedy vrould.be 
to have the companies combine and 
force np the rates of freight and passen- 
gers so that roads which have no reason 
for being and should not; havebeeij built 
for the next 20 or 80 years should be 
made to return dividends. Thus he 
would take it oat of the public. Mr. 
Ashley tells too much.

The Watch Adjnntjr, 


Perhaps the most highly skilled and 


best paid men in the watchmaking busi- 
ness arc the watch adjusters. 
One ad- 


jn-ner in a great factory used to receive 
$10,000 a year. 


The adjuster's work is one of the im- 


portant elements of cost in the muting 
of a fine watch, and a $10,000 adjuster 
should be competent to perfect any 
watoh, whatever its delicacy aud cost. 
It is the business of the adjuster to take 
a new watch and carefully go over all 
its parts, fitting them together so that 
the watch may bo regulated to keep 
tirua accurately to the fraction of a 
minute a month. Kegulutiisg is a very 
different process from adjusting, aud 
much simpler. A watch that cannot be 
regulated so aa to keep accurate time 
may need the hand of the adjuster, and 
if it is valuable, th« owner will be ad- 
vised to have it adjusted. 
There are 


watch adjusters in New York working 
on their own account and earning very 
comfortable incomes. 


To the adjuster every watch tbat 


comes under his bands gets to have a 
character of its own. He knows every 
wbeel and screw and spindle that helps 
to constitute the watch. 
He kuows its 


constitution as a physician knows that 
of an old patient, Ee can say what the 
watch needs after an accident, and can 
advise as to whether it is worth adjust- 
ing. 


No new watch can be depended npon

Corrosion of sretuis by Water. 


The peculiar statement is made by 


M. Bauchier in Lo Revne Maritime et 
Colonialo that corrosion of metals by 
water may be caused by the action of 
micro-organisms present in particular 
harbors, but absent in the ocean.

nitrates from fermenting organic mat- 
ter. Tho destructive power of the shore 
water is much reduced, however, if it 
be .sterilized by means of boiling.
